Miretta ‘’Glendessary’’ was the 
best seedling in the 1950 Santa Barbara show. It is a heavy 
producer of clear green flowers with large crimson lip. Here 
it is crossed with the world famous Alexanderi ‘’Westonbirt.”’ 
16 seedlings of this cross sold at auction in Santa Barbara 
1954, in one community pot, for $92.50. The plants of- 
fered here are from the same seed pod. Enough said!
